| 1. Yor the purpose of this study, α peranilitery operation is con- 
sidered to be one which by its tactics and ite requirements in military- 
type personnel, equipment and training approximates a conventional _ 
military operation. It may be undertaken in support of an existing — 
goverment friendly to the U.S. or in ‘support of a rebel group seeking 
te overthrow a goverment hostile to us. The U.S. may render assistance — 
to such operations overtly, covertly or by a caubination of both methods.
